The constitution of this state provides that “Any city may 
make and enforce within its limits all such local, police, sanitary and 
other regulations as are net in conflict with general laws.”

It would retire all of the pr esent city officials in the middle of 
their terms, it provides (Sec. 116) that the nomination of all new city of­ 
ficials to be elected “in accordance with this charter, this charter shall 
take effect from the time of the approval of the same by the legisla­ 
ture,'* necessarily calling the election some time about the first of April; 
under the general layrs a person elected to a public trust must qualify 
within ten days aftfei* his election. 


(Sec. 116) “For all other purposes it shall take effect on the first 
day of July, 1913.” 


(Sec. 118) “The members of the Board of Trustees, the Clerk, and 
the members of tlje Board of Educa ion in office at the time of the ap­ 
proval of this charter by the legists lure shall continue to hold office and 
discharge their duties until the election and qualification of the Mayor, 
Clerk, Commissioners and Board of Education, respectively, first elect­ 
ed under this charter.” 


From the foregoing it is easy ta discern that during the time of the 
election and qualification of the new city officials which would be 
about April 1st, and at the time that they could legally take charge of 
their offices, which is July 1st, the City of Santa Ana would be without 
any city officials of any character or description.

It gives the appointing power to three men, a majority of 
the commissioners of over two hundred officers, (employees in the 
street department, water department, fire department, and school de­ 
partment) thereby creating a political machine, pierpetuating these 
commissioners in office, and making the remedy of the recall almost 
ineffective.

It will make a large amount of litigation before the many am­ 
biguous and conflicting provisions, as contained in the charter are de­ 
termined by some court of proper jurisdiction.

It bars women from holding any elective office in the city, by 
requiring that an office holder must have been a qualified elector for 
three years.

It would permit the establishment of a Municipal Gazette, 
which could only prove an expensive and impotent fad, and that would 
have no standing in law until one year after its creation.

It pays the MayorJ$1200.00 per year extra (or the privilege of 
calling him “Mr. Mayor.” (Sec. 35) “Gives all members of the commis­ 
sion like power in governing municipal affairs.” 


Under the present city ordinance a city clerk is in his office eight 
hours daily to attend to the business of the city, it is extravagance to 
also pay a mayor $1800.00 a year to sit in the next office with exactly the 
same duties to perform.
